RICHARDS AND MONDELL FOR GOVERNOR

As n Third Cholee Ivinson of Laramie Will
Receive the Nomination ~Competition
for Other OMees Extremely
Heavy.

CHEYENNE, Wyo, July 30 —(Sprelal to
The Bee)—The republicans of Wyaming will
meet in delegate convention at  Casper
Thureday to place In nomination candidates
for the re spective state offiees and one rep-
rosentative In congregs.  Thero are numer-
otus aspirants for the various ofices, and It In
anticipated that It will be an  Interesting
cantest,

The leading candidates for governor are
ex-Surveyor CGencreal W. A. Hichards of
Johnwon county and State Senator Fiank
W. Mondell of Neweastle. The name of BEd-
ward lIvineon of Laramie, the republican
nomines for the office two yenrs ago, will
nlso be presented to the gonventlon. In the
event of a deadlock between the Rlehards
and Mondell forces he may recelve the
nomination. It will be o close contest be-
twien the last named, and It I8 Impossilile
to predict the result, The nomination of
elther of them will add great strength to
the ticket.

The candidntes for secrétary of state are
Hon. George W. Fox of Albany county,
Frank Bond and Mayor Ed F. Stahle of
Cheyenne, The first named probably stands
tho best show of receiving the nomination.

Hon. B, B, Brooks of Casper, an ex-mem-
ber of the legiglature from Natrona county,
fu the only candidate thus far serlously
mentloned for congress. In all probability
ha willl recolve the nomination by acclami-
tion. The friends of Judge Juy L. Toreey
of Fremont county are urging him to bocomo
f candidate for the oflice, but he has posi-
tively declined to do so.

There  are  three  prominent  gentle-
men  already  in the  fleld  for  treas-
urer, with severnl dark horses In  pros-
pect.  They are: Do Forest Richurds, presi-
dent of the First Natlonal bank of Doug-
law; Henry G, Hay, president of the Stock
Growers' Nuationnl bLank of Cheyenne, and
Frank 8. Lusk, county treasurer of Con-
yorse county. The most formidable dark

horse 18 J. C, Davis, president of the Flrst
Natlonal bunk of Hawlins.

It I8 pretty gencrally conceded that a
woman will recelve the nominntion for state
superintendent of public Instruction,  Miss
Estelle Reel, county superintendent of Lara-
mile county, und Mra. Theresa A Jenkins
of Cheyenne are the representatives of
the gentler sex. The names of W, 0. Owen
of Laramle Clty and B, I, Ogden of Sheri-
dan have also been mentioned in this eon-
nection.  Miss Reel appears to be the lead-
Ing candidate in the race.

Attarney General (), N. 'otter of Cheyenne,
United States District Attorney B. F. Fow-
ler of Sundanee and D. H, Cralg, prose-
cuting attorney of Carbon county, are men-
tiomed for justiee of the supreme court,
The contest lies between Attorney (Gencral
Potter and United States Attorney Fowler,

Thuy far O, W, Burdiek, the present in-
cumbent, Is the only candidate mentloned
for aunditor. He will, no doubt, receive the

nomination by accolamation.

There will b a warm contest over the
chalrmanship of the state committer, Judge
Willis Van Devanter, the present chalr-

man, and R. E, Esteb of Chevenne are the
candlidates for the place.

The republicans have an abundance of
good materinl from which to maoke theip
nominations, and there 18 no guestion about
a strong ticket being chosen.,

Several prominent republican orators
address the convention, among whom
be Mrs. J. Ellen Foster.

The same
course will probably be adopled by the state
convention, The populists were to have met
on the same dite, but the convention has
been postpongd to September 4 In order to
et advantage of stite falr reduced rallway
rates,  There huve been several cases of
fusion between thewe two partics In this
stite, but It Is not thought they can get to-
Evther on the state tieket.

“I have heard that matter discussod very
Hetle" sald Mr. Ong in response to g question
as to whom the free sllver men would put
forward for governor. “1 do not think,'
he replied, In answer Lo another question,
“that Congressman Bryan will be suggested
In the convention as a candidate. In his
candidacy for the senate he will recelve the
constant and earnest support of the free
stiver wing of the party."

Mr. Ong was emphatie and prompt In
declaring that he belleved the suecess of the
demoaratle sate ticket with an administra-
tion man at the head of 1t would be excsed-
Ingly doubtful and the support that would be
thus lost on meeount of the character of the
candidate would be to the advantnige of ihe
populists, who would, of cours?, nominate n
free sliver man, though he believed it was
the disposition of the free sliver league to
ablile by the actlon of the convention, what-
ever It might be.

With w free silver man at the head of the

demoeratie tieket, however, hie belisves the
fight will be a pretty affalr of triangular
shape, with the chances In fevor of the
democrats, In this cose he iy confldent that
the ticket would receive the support of a
considernble number of free silver republi-
cans, 'and 1 want,” he said, *‘to ecall your

attention to the fact that there are thou-
sands of free silver republicans in Nebraska.™
Mr. Ong I8 convineed that party ties jn Ne-

cornered fight the hoplessness of o populist
victory., The idea of the old-time democratis
of this county Is rather to consolidate and
purify the ranks of the party with a view
to the coming presidential election of 1806
than to make any coucessions for Lhe pur-
pose of sécuring county ofMees, In thia they
are naturally very much at varlanoe: with
the present state administeation, who, hav-
ing bLeen swept into praminence by the
fusion clondburgt of 1852, feel that they
have o very slight hold upon the sympathles
of a stralght democratle party. If three
tiekets are In the fleld It whil be a pretty
contest between the democrats and the re-
publicans (n Johnson county, with the re-
publicans for cholee, but the wvote of the
g Horn Basgln, which hos Inercased sines
last election to an extent out ol all propors
ton to the rist of the county, s at present
an unkoown quantity.

JAPANESE HAD N0 MERCY

Many Who Escaped from the Biuking
Chinese Traneport Promptly Killed,

FRENCH SHIP RESCUES A FEW SURVIVORS

Europeans Who Were on Thele Way to Coren
Treatod an Enemies and Shot Down In
the Water— Chinese Armles Mureh-

Ing Into Coren,

BEHANGHAIL July 30.—The followlng Is
the latest Chinere version of the sinking of
the troop ahip Kow Shung, chartered by
China from China Merchants' Trading
and Steamshlp company: When the Kow
Shung was overhauled by the Japancse
erulser the latter sent a boal alongside the
transport with a prize erew to convey her to
Jupan, The Japanese boarded the Kow
Shung and ordered her commander, Captain
Gulsworthy, in Englishman, to proceed to
Japan. The caplain refused to obey this
order and the Japanese withdrew to report
to the ecmmander of thelr cruiser, The
latter then opened fire upon the (ransport,
uslng the machine gons mounted in the tops
of the Japanese ship. This fire was so well
dirgcted that It soon  clenred  the Kow
Shung's decks. The erulser then dscharged
two torpedocs at the transport, sinking her
and drowning nearly all of the 2,000 souls on
hourd,

Colonel won HManneken, a  Gorman, for-
merly the viesroy's alde<de-camp, and a
number of other forelgn ofMlcers were Among
thoge killed oy the fire from the tops of the
cruléer  belore  the  torpedoes  were  dis-
charpged.

The effeet of the explosion of the torpedoes
Iu said to hove boon terrifle. Gaping holen
lnrge enough to pull & boat through wors
torn through the stenmer's slde, and through
these apertures the water rushed, drowning
between decks those who did not leap over-
bourd.

According to reperts received here, two
German passengers who were on their way
to Coren in order to xettle up buslness af-
fairs hefare the war began jumped overboard
and succeeded In swimming to the Japunese
eruiser, but in spite of thelr appeals to be
taken on board and the announcement that
they were noncombatents they were shot by
the Japanege marines, A number of Chi-
nese who swam to the erulser shared the
snme fato,

The transport sank near Shoplont Island,
for which ploee Captain Galsworthy was
steering, Intending to beach her under the
fire of the eruiser when the fatal torpedoes
were discharged at the Kow SBhung.

A French war =hip, the Lion, steamed
up s the transport sank, and rescued some
of the unfortunate Chinede s=oldiers, but
all the foreigners are reported to have been
killed on board the Kow Shung while return-
ing the fire of the Japanese, or else wore
drowned by the sinking of the transport.

The Japanese are sald to have observed an
utter disregard of the laws of elvillzed war-
fure by refusing to recelve on board the
drowning people who gwam to the crulger
from the sinking transport.

A large Chinese army hndg crossed the
northwestern frontier of Corea and s mareh-
Ing down the peninsula. Another army s
belng hastily formed to follow the first Into
Clorea,

No detalls have been recelved of the bat-
tle which l= eald to have taken place at
Asan belween the Chinese and the Japanese
forees.

It is reported that several Chinese stenm-
ors have been captured and a number of
others destroyed at Taku, by Japancse
crulsers, Steamers often walt a week at
Taku bLefore they are able to cross the bar,
and it Is sald there was quite a fleet of
Chinese steamships off Taku when they were
surprigsed by the Jupancse war ships and
either captured or sunk.

Engllsh Merchunts Dolng Big Business with
the Chlnese Government, "
LONDON, July #0.—The English mer-
chants baving deolings with the Chinese
evidently do not intend to allow the com-
mencement of hostilities between China and
Japan to pass without trying to make the
most of this opportunity of Increasing thelr
bank account, London firms alone, during
the last fortnight, have offered China sev-
eril bargains in torpedo boats, and they
have also propoged that the Pekin govern-
ment shall purchase a number of fast Eng-

lish steamers, which thelr owners elalin
can readily be converted Intoe criulsers,
In nddition, these obliging English mer-

chants have offered China nearly 1,000 guns
of all sizes and styles, as well as a frosh
lot of 400,000 Mannlicher rifles, with almost
any amount of cartridges, When these
offers were first made the Chinese govern-
ment took no notlee of them, hut today sey-
ernl of these enterprising Bnglish firms have
recelved communleations from China, saying
0 1 r:imld delivery wil be the condition of
tue eale,

The quotations of China and Jupan sccurl-
ties and exchange do not show even a froe-
tional difference from thelr normal Agures,

The second officer of the Kow Shung, sunk
by a Jupanese crulser uear Shoplont Island,
Coren, was Lhe eldest son of an Essex
clergyman who lost his youngest son in the
fire which oceurred at the Exeter theater.

The Chinese legatlon has recelved a dis-
puateh fram Pekin spying that there woas no
provocation whatever for the recent attock
upon the Chincse fleet by the war ships of
Japan. In spite of the pficial assertion from
Yokohama that the Japanese ships were not
Injured during the engagement, It is an-
nounced In the Pekin dispatoh alluded to
that the Japanese war ships suffered consider-
nbly.

WASHINGTON,, July 830.—The Japanese
government has offfelally communicated to
the legution here the fact of the conflict
hetween the Japanese and Chinese off the
coust of Corea which has been fully de-
seribed In tho Assoelated press dispatehes,

The r‘nhl_'grum contalning the Informatlon
was dated the 20th, was very brief and
stmply stated that in the encounter the

Japanese were compelled on account of great
provotation to attack tho Chinese. The dls-
pateh came by way of St. Petersburg and

TECUMEEN, Neb, July 230.—(Special Tel-
egram (o The ~Af the result of a
boody shooting affiray, which took place just
aver the line [n Pawnee county and fourteen
miles south of this city today. two men are
dead and two werlonsly wounded, Charles
Sehiulte, & rleh German farmer, with his two
wons, Charlés and Frank, live nelghboring
James  Abbott, a well-to-do and
farmer. The neighbors had lately lhad a
good deal of trouble on account of Abbott
allowing his hogs to ron ot large and tres-
pass upon the flelds of Schultz, This morn-
g the elder Schultz, with  his son Chiarles,
londed n double<barrelod shotgun and started
on the war path' for Abbott's porcines, Ab-
bott eaught on to the maneuvers, and, as
the men came toward his hog lot, advanced
to protect hie property.

Young Schultz was carrying the gun at the
time, and, at the gight of his nelghbor, the
old man exclaimed “Give him the lond,”
whereupon young Schultz emptied both bars
rels of the gun at Abbott, One charge hit
him and thirty-seven No, 6 shot entered his
teft side und hip. Abbott witk brought to this
ety in a dying condition and Sherift J. G.
Slone of Pawnee was Informed of the con-
ditlon of afMalrs. Sherif Slone, accompanivd
by half n Qoken deputies, Immedintely de-
parted to arrest the Sclinltzs, He wired
Sherif W, H. Woolsey of this county to
bring a depuly and come down., Woolsey
and his deputy reached Schul*2’ home fully
half an  lhour before Slone did. Woolsey
endeavored to get Schultz and his son 1o
accompany him  elther to  Tecumseh  or
Pawnee Clty, but the elder Schultz refused to
go. Woolsey wns powerless, having no pa-
perg. The younger Schultz expressid a de-
sire to go, He sald he was afrald of being
mobtied. Ol man Schaltz produced o gun
and ordered Woolsey and hls deputy off tho
farm, but Woolsey talked lim out of com-
mitting any rash net.

Woolsey atd his deputy started for Paw-
nes to meet Sheriff Slone.  Meeting Slone
they returned to the scene. Slone had sont
men into the farm from every direction that
the Schultz's might not eseape, In the mean-
time Shuitz, with his sons, had started in o
buggy west from the farm, loping to ous-
eape.

Partly for Wages of Lost Year and Pastly
Througi Sympathy.

When the committee walted upon Manager
Poster ot Swift's he looked aver thelr seale
i petition, but hs long as the men Hay
they will not go to work until the strike Is
settled In other eitles N A4l not consider It
necossary to give the compilttee an answer.
The conference was very ploasant, but there
was no definite settloment, Mr. Fostor sald
tn a Bee reporter that no men had ever
been dlseharged from hip plant becanse they
refused to go to Chicago and take o plade in
the Bwift house there after the strike, T
did offér some of my butehers a place In the
Chieago house, but told them It was op-
tional with them whether they went or not.
We had a gung here Wrege enough to kX
4000 cattle o week, and last weck we only
Killedd 1,800 head.  You can see that we were
overstocked with men, and that I8 why I
offered them work In Chleago. The Chicago
business does not eut aony flgure whatever
with the business done at this plant. When
Wi were gotting In oso few cattle 1 had to
Iny off wome of the men, Thig 14 customary
with us at all times.

Mr, Cameron gald he conld do nothing with
the proposition Ingsmuch a8 the men sald
they would not go to work al once at an
rate, “We always pny Chlcago wages,'”
gald Mr. Cameron, “and the minute Chicago
aecepts that scale of priccs the Cudahy coms=
pany will do the same thing. It has been
the eustom for years for Chlcago packeérs
to s2t the pace on wages and we have always
cheerfully submitted.”

“Our butchers have no' grievance what-
ever,”" sald Mr. Cameron, "and It places us
in rather an awkward position.  We do not
Kill any beef in Chleago and have nothing
to do  with the Clleago strike whatever, I
pregume that our butchers here belong Lo
the National Butchers unlon, howeyer, and
will go out with the rest of the union."

There nre about 125 men who will be af-
fected by the strike at the Cuduby plant.

The butchers at Swift's were supposed to
hegin killing yesterday, but none of them
whowed up. AL Cudaby’s they were to begin
killing at noon, but the walkout had been
declared en, and not o bee! buteler showed
up for work. Hammond's were not killing
yesterday, but if they had been the butchers
would not have gone to work. A reporter
for The Bee calltd gt the Haommaond plant,
but Manager Noyoes was cut, and his ns-
pistants froze up when the subject of atrike
was broached. None of thelr butchers will
work, however, until the scale and other
requesty are complied w th.

Over at the Omaha plant there are only
two skilled beef butohiers émploved, and Lthe
committoe did not go thers, It Is presumed
thesa men will go out If they beltng to the
union. They only kill from twenty-five to
thirty head w day, and it would be difflenit
to stop them from cootiouing thelr daily
work In tha' particular dopirtment,

The committee In charge of the strike
stated to a rojorter that another conference
would be held with the puckers  today,
when It was pousible thut some of the
hovses which had no grievanes In other olt-
few would mocopt the new scale and  the
unlon men wovld be allowed to go to work.
They are waltiug fur arders from headquars
ters on this proposition All the strikers
are peacesble und quiet, but they are deters
mined. In regard to butchers belng fred
ut Swift's for refuning to go to Chleago, the
mon say that The Neo was correct, At
least old butohers who have besn working
ut Swilt’s for the last four years who res
fusedd to go have heen lald off from work
gyer sinee and new men put to work In
[I”I" plncos who hnve worked only a short™
Lline.

The strilkke haw thrown about 360 men oub
of employment Lere, In ease the hog butéhs
ere go out through sympathy the numbep
will be three times as lurge,

HOU BUTCHERS MAY

It war talked on ihe strests last olght
that the hog butchers Intended golng out
this morning In all of the packing houses,
but men who are In a position to Know say
that It s all tall, *'"The hog butohers know
well enough,'' sald one of them, “that [T

has besn no complaint  among  the hog
butehers abou! thelr pay and they would be
foalish to steike. 1 am as good & unlon man
as there |s on the fob and 1 bonestly balleve
thal every man who strikes now will lose
hin place, There are oo many jdie men In
the country just now to stle up™a stdke, os-
peclully In n departmont whore skildd Sahor
Is not necevnury.
